OPENING OF THE EXHIBITION. 
A BRILLIANT SCEME 


Panis, May 1.—The International Ex- 
hibition opened to-day with great eclat.

It was a wild and insane affair altogeth- 

er, and after sonie time consumed in pet- 

ty threats of attack, finally reaching a cli- 
max in the burhing of the Canadian steam- 
er Sir Rocert Peel;—one of the finest ves- 
sels upon: the ‘St. "Lawrence. ‘The most 
‘prominent actor in this affair was Bill 
Jolmston;—a name familiar to every one 
around this regien,—whose career forms 
a series of romantic adventures, deeds and 
escapes,—followed ‘by his final capture,— 
which would fill a noyél. Indeed, we un- 
derstand that a novel has been written by 
a Canadian Frenchman on this theme, 
though we have not had the good fortune 
to find anyone who has read it. The burn- 


| ing of the steamer Peel, which occurred on 


the 29th of May, 1888, remains, however, 
an act of stupid incendiarism, answering 
‘no conceivable good purpose. 

For someftime there had been mutter- 
ings among certain of the societies, and for 
a few days previous to the occurrencé some- 
thing mysterious was felt to be in progress. 
The night of the 29th was dark and rainy. 
About éleven o'clock the Peel, then on her 
way from Prescott to Toronto, stopped at 
‘McDonald's Wharf on the south side of 
-Wellesloy—now Wells—Island for the pur- 
pose of replenishing ‘her ‘almost exhausted 
stock of wood-—The passengers were all 
asleep in the cabin, and the crew busily 
‘engaged in their occupation, when a body 
‘of men, twenty in number, disguised ‘as 
Indians and with! blackened faces, yelling 
tumultnously and shouting, * Remember 
the Caroline!’ ran quickly down the bank, 
armed with muskets and bayonets, led by 
‘vw tall) strongly-built man, in a red shirt— 
Bill Johnston himself. In a moment they 
oyerpowered the unsuspecting crew, while 
all on board.was tumult and terror. Some 
‘of the Sladies fainted, and several of the 
passengers fled to the shore in tho rain clad 
only in their night clothes. A short op- 
portunity was wed for the passengers 


when the vessel was subsequently burned. 

Toward morning the Peel wasdrawn off 
from the wharf, and after being mn upon 
a point of shoal about thirty yards below, 
was set on fire and abandoned., For some 
time the flames blazed’ aloft, illumina- 
ting the ‘shores ‘for miles’ around; but 
about dawn in the morning she once more 

ot adrift, and finally sank in about seventy 

feet of water. It was nominally the inten- 
tion of the captors of tho steainér to con- 
vert her itito # gunboat and’ uso her against 
tho Canadian: Governniont; but upon find: 
ing that sho, was firmly, aground and resist> 
od all their efforts to got her free, thay fired 
lier to prevent her recapture. By somo it 
is asserted that the vessel was deliberately 
yobbed -and then bunied to prevent detec- 
tion and throw az ais of patriotism over the 
crime of the perpetrators, er 6 

Johnston was originally a British subject, 
but turndd ronogade, serving as a spyin the 
war of 1812) it Which capacity lie il said to 
havo robbed the mails to gain itifelligence. 
He hated »his native country with all the 
bitterness which a renegade alone is cap- 
able of fecling. Ho was ono of tho varliost 
agitators upon the American side of the 
border, and was tho one whio Mnstigatedthe 
destruction of the Peel. A roward was of- 
fered by the government of each countr, 
for his apprehension—so he wag compelled 
to take to tho islands for safety. Here he 
continued for several months, though with 
numbers of hair-broadth-escapes, in which 
ho was assisted by his daughtor, who seems 
to have been a noble girl, aud who is still 
living at Clayton, N.Y. Marty storios aro 
told of remarkable acts performed by him 
—of his choking up the inlet of the Lake of 
tho Islo with rocks, so as to prevent vessels 
of any size entoring the shoot of water; of 
‘his Having'a skiffin which he could out 
sped any ordinary sailing oraft, and which 
ho carried bodily across neoks of land whon 
his onemios wore in pursuit of him, and o! 
his hiding in all manner of out-of-the-way 
spots, once especially in the Devil's Oven,

the Pacific. They could get no hint from 
the officers of any such intention. 

The two men who are supposed to be 
agents of the Evans Rifle Cairn not been 
since in communication with the officers.

The feeling here is so intensely pro-Rus- 
sian that not one seems inclined to speak 
with the Englishman, and he spends his 
time standing on the pier or following the 
officers about. He expressed some surprise 
that the U, 8. did not have a cutter on the 
watch. The factis there is nothing to 
watch. Here isa German steamer flying 
the German flag, lying at ancnor with only 
passengers on board. The ship is very 
high in the water, and has only coal and 
provisions in the hold, and scarcely enough 
for ballast. The ship's papers show the 
Russians simply as passengers. The cabin 
passengers are classed as pleasure trayel- 
lers, and the steerage passengers are class- 
edas tradesmen. They are all young 
men. 

Capt. Badenhausen claims he is exempt 
from seizure in case of war, as he is con- 
yeying only passengers. 

‘The officers have been making enquiries 
about Portland harbor. It is thought, 
however, that this is only done to divert 
attention. 

Badenhausen enquired if the Customs 
laws of this country required a ship to clear 
for any particular port,foreign or domestic, 
and seemed annoyed when told they did.

Itis appointed unto all men once 
to die—doctor or no doctor. .Sooner or 
later all doctors and all surgeons are to be 
worsted. They fight against an enemy 
that can never be defeated. For ths rea- 
sor al’ our medical advisers are entitled to 
considerate treatment—more considerate 
than they usnally receive.

and physicians, is that they stand by their

When one patient recovers it does not by 
itself prove that the doctor has been skilful.

Only 
by a term of years can it be shown that one 
doctor is wise and another unwise. That 
surgeon or physician alone is worthy of 
confidence, therefore, who plants himselfin 
one place andconsents to be judged largely.

The presumption is 
that they are adyenturers and quacks. 
They come into our city, adveutise largely, 
and it is nobody’s business to examine 
tie credentials.

St. Fetersburg Excited, 


A Russian Agent Speaks, 


GUOD RESULTS EXPEOTED FROM 
SCHOUVALOFF'S VISIT. 


Northcote on the’ Situa- 
tion, 


New York, May 8.—The Herald's cable 

reports St. Petersburg greatly exercised 
over a quarrel at the Imperial palace be- 
tween the French Ambassador Gen. Leflo 
and the Emperor Alexander, growing out 
of a statement by the former that in the 
event of war France would certainly inter- 
fere in fayor of either belligerent. 
The Sun's Boston special gives a conver- 
sation; with Capt. Hunt, Special Agent of 
the Russian Government, He said he had 
travelled recently through Ireland and 
other portions of Europe, and found strong 
Sympathy for Russia. England had re- 
moved all Irish troops from Ireland. He 
considered war inevitable. Russia had 
prepared for it, and cruisers were to be fit- 
ted up in the United States, and regularly 
comuissioned as pelonging to the Russian 
navy. 

Lonpon, May 8.—The ood impression 
created by Schouvaloff journey to St. 
Petersburg is strenghtened by the fact that 
he had long interviews with Salisbury and 
Boaconsfield before his departure. 

Schouvaloff is expected backs in two 
woeks, so nothing docisive will bo known 
until next week. High hopes are onter- 
tained in the best diplomatic quarters of 
tho results of his mission.

Mr. John Macoun said in his fourteon 
years experience he had several cases of 
complaints against him, and in all ot them 
he told the parents to come to the 
school and haye the matter settled there. 
They dared not come thore, and the mat- 
ter dropped. Parents should not listen to 
eyery little story that their children tell 
them.

Whon the Conservative papers tell us 
| that Mr. Colby’s spooch was the strongost 
Prot nist argument of the session, w 
naturally fool o considerable ouriosity to 
soo tho wenkost and worst argumont, for 
if the wisost nnd most accomplishod Pro 
toctionist ranke uch an offort as tho one 
roferrod to, what might we ¢ pect from 
such mon as Mosse Bowoll and White? 
It does not appear that this “proat peoch” 
produced any groat offectin the Houso of 
Commons, nor is it probable that it was 
ovor intondod to do 80, it having boon de 
liverod, like the speeches of the Member 
for North Hastings, moroly that it might 
bo printed and circulated amongst the poo 


plo, as somo of thoso who read thom 
would porhaps attach more importance to 
tho arguments they contain on account of 
their having been deliverod in Parlia- 
mont, 

Mr. Colby's speech is now published in 
phamplet form, together with a letter con- 
taining some things that he would have 
said if it had not been so late in the evon-

to proving that Mr. Mackenzie was wrong 
when ho said that, “If a particular trade or 
industry were to bo fostered, it could only

Mr. Colby purticularly objects to this 
proposition; and to illustrate its’ incorrect- 
ness, ho refers to the manufacture of Beet- 
root Sugar,in France. He shows that this 
industry was ‘ planted in protection,"'—was 
“fostered by protection ;’ and that but for 
protection it would have soon out. 
He cites authorities to show that this in

had become, in the admission of a recog- 
nized free-trade authority, a well esta- 
blished leading industrial pursuit. I think 
the House may consider this a pretty fair 
refutation of the assertion that one trade is 
necessarily fostered at the expense of some 
other trade." 
New, it appears that Mr. Colby’s ideas 
are even more canfused than those of Pro- 
tectionists generally. He tells us first that 
reasonable duties on imported sugars were 
quite insufficient to sustain the industry, 
50 womustassume that an unreasonable duty 
had to be imposed to keep the enterprise 
afloat He does not mention the amount 
of protection that was given, but it was 
probably about forty per cent. That is to 
say, all the people of France were compell- 
ed to pay forty per cent. more for their 
sugar in order to build up this one indus- 
try; and still he says this industry was not 
fostered at the expense of any other. Con- 
servative orators are rather celebrated for 
the sublime coolness and impudence of 
their assertions, but such a direct and _pal- 
pable self-contradiction is somewhat un- 
usual, even forthem. ‘To say in one breath 
that a whole community was taxed to sup- 
port a cortain industry, and in the next 
that that industay was not fostered at the 
expense of any other, is an assertion so 
peculiarly Conservative in its nature, that 
its perpetrator should be elevated toa posi- 
tion beside Sir John and Dr. Tupper. If 
the Tories are well convinced that the 
French Goyernment acted wisely in foster- 
ing the manufacture ofbeet-root sugarin the 
way described,then\we may reasonably sup- 
pose that they will try the same thing in 
Canada, as soon as they attain a majority 
in Parliament. This manufacture has 
already been attempted in America, both 
‘n the United States and Canada; and al- 
though it appears to haye failed in each 
case, yet a protective duty of forty per cont. 
might perhaps be sufficient to sustain it. If 
the people of Canada like the idea of pay- 
ing forty per cont. more for all the sugar 
they buy, thon by all means let them sup- 
port the Conservative party; but to some of 
us the prospect does not appear encoura- 
ging. The sugar that we now buy for 8 
cents would cost us nearly twelve; and in- 
stead of getting some thirteen pounds for a 
dollar we would get about nine. This is 
the state of things that Mr. Colby appears 
to want to bring about—the system that 
builds up one industry withoutinjuring any 
other—the beautiful system of Protection. 
But the most discouraging part of Mr. 
Colby’s speech is where he refers to the 
Southern States and the unfortunate fate 
that befolthem, Those who are familiar 
with the events of the late civil war in the 
United States haye imagined that the 
Southerners, according to their numbers, 
fought far better than their enemies; and 
that they. wore defeated merely by reason 
of the overwhelming numbers that the 
North was enabled to bring against them, 
But Mr. Colby says that their defeat was 
entirely due to their free-trade ideas; and 
he points to the ruin and desolation of the 
South “as an oxample of what the farmers 
of Ontario have to expect, if they will per- 
sist in buying in the cheapest market.” It 
18 not only Canada, however, that is in 
danger. If England, with her free-trade 
ideas, should become involved ina war 
with Russia, i¢ would probably result in the 
total destruction of the British Empire, for 
it appears that poople who like to buy 
cheaply must always be defoated. 
The fact of such absurdities as those bo- 
ing published in pamphlet form, and cir- 
culated amongst the Conservatives of the 
county, shows pretty clearly the amount of 
intelligence that their leaders suppose them 
to possess.

Lonpon, May 16.—The Standard's Con- 
stantinople special telegraphs ;—‘'] am 
glad to report the success of the Turks in 
Avia. On Monday Hassan Pasha, after 
bombarding the fortifications of Sukum 
‘Kaleh, landed a number of soldiers, who 
were immediately joined by 3,000 natives, 
A violent combat ensued, The Rus 
were driven out of Sukum Kaleh to-day. 
Upwards of 10,000 natives have joiaed the 
Turkish forces who hold the fortifications. 
The town is in flames. All the surrounding 
country is rising in support of the Turks, 
Telegraphic communication between Oon- 
atantinople and Kars, by way of E smroum, 
remains intact.”

Tho annual meeting was held on Friday 
evening last, in the Library of .tho Insti- 


tute. ‘Their was a fair attondance of the 
mombers, The Directors Report was read 
and adopted,after being discussed Seriatum, 
The report shows {steady progress, and is 
as follows: 


REPORT 
At tho annual mooting of the 
Institute hold in January, as originally 


provided in the Constitution, 4 it was found 
that tho regular business of that meoting 
could not legally be proceeded with owing to 
a clansoin the Provincial Institute enacting 
that said mooting shall be held in May, 
Tho rule of the Association was accordingly 
amended, appointing the meeting for the 
second Tuesday in May of each year. 

As a full and detailed report of the year's 
transactions and the genoral position of the 
society was submitted at the last meeting 
it becomes unnecessary to give more than 
merely a synopsis of what was therein 
stated, with details of what has been ac- 
complished since. 

The Treasurer's report amply set forth 
the financial position, which, taking all 
things in consideration, must be considered 
eminently satisfactory,while the Secretary's 
report shows that encouraging progress is 
being made in the number of members and 
increased attondance at the rooms, and that 
recently the already extensive Library has 
been materially augmented by the addition 
of about one hundred volumes of new and 
popular works, 

The recreation rooms are becoming an 
increasing source of attention, and large 
numbers every evening find here relaxation 
inharmloss entertainment and amusement. 
We regret that the oxiginal contract with 
the proprietor of the building, stipulating 
for the erection by him of a gymnasium, 
could not be carried out, the want of which 
has entailed loss upon the Association, and 
been a dissapointment to the members, 

Classes have been conducted during tho 
Winter by thoroughly competent teachors 
in the following subjects:—Mechanical 
Drawing, Book-keeping, Arithmetic, Elocu- 
tion, and French and German, and the at- 
tendance at these has beon very satisfac- 
tory. 

Thanks to the intelligent apprecia- 
tion of the people of Belleville, this Me- 
chanics’ Inst. & Lib'y Association has proy- 
ed a complete success,and, though but a lit- 
tle over a year in existence,on comparison 
with that of other cities and towns through 
to be 
proud of the position it occupies to-day. 

Among many other benefits resulting, it 
has successfully met a groat and growing 
want in supplying to the public an exten- 
sive range of pure literature at but a frac- 
tion of the cost it could be procured by them 
individually, at the same time, without ex- 
fra expanso, securing to them ready accass 
to alljthe loading periodicals,magazines'and 
newspapers of the day.

TODLEBEN’S OBJECT: 


SCOUVALOFF AT BERLIN. 


Some uneasiness is felt at Vienna about the 
prospect ofan understanding betweon Bng- 
land and Russia, but this is not shared by 
Ministers, who are thoroughly convinced of 
England's good faith. 

Berlin seems incredulous about the ami- 
cable arrangement. 

The Time's correspondent says Russia 
has not offered England sufficient conces- 
sions in Bulgaria. Russia in fact, prefers 
to surrender Asiatic acquisitions rather than 
forego her schemes in Bulgaria. 

Such utterances as the foregoing can 
only create irritation at Vienna. 

Pera, May 20.—General Todleben’s ob- 
ject all along has been to take up a good 
defensive position. He was not allowed to 
fall back as he wished from San Stefano. 
He, therefore, consolidated his men as far 
as posstble, by bringing up troops from the 
rear. 

The Turkish army is not only strong 
enough to defend the neutrality, but even 
to assume the offensive. This fact explains 
Todleben's care to light his army off San 
Stefano flats to the adjacent heights, and 
drive it strong backing of support by bring- 
ing up troops. 

Buchrost advices states the Russians con- 
tinue to move troops and guns from the 
Danube to Bulgaria. None are coming 
northward.

Abont one year ago Mr. Rosier, a well to- 
domerchant of Sparta, Ga., was murdered 
while walking from his store to his house. 
His body was discovered by the Town

Lovett and Barnes, who reported it to 
the fomily of the deceased. The murdered 
man had been strack with some heavy 
blunt instrument that forced his skull in 
without breaking it, Suspicion fell upon 
tho. Marshal and his colleagues, and » 
detective was sent for to work the case 
up. 
A STRONG ARRAY OF PROOF. 

The circumstantial evidence against them 
Was very strong. ‘Their stories did not fit 
each other, and Were proved by the factat o 
have been false in some particulars. For 
instance, they claimed that they were in a 
saloon when the door was pushed open, and 


Mx. Rozier, bleeding and , Show- 
ed himself and said thathe had been mur- 
dered; that he then staggered back to the

‘The detective then showed that it would 
have been impossible for the wounded man 
to have walked this distance without stain- 
ing the ground and the door with the blood 
which was then pouring from him. The 
friends of the accused then showed two 
spots of blood on the edge of the saloon, 
but the detectives proved that they were 
left by a negro boy who had cut his foot 
with a piece of glass. In recounting the 
articles found in Mr. Rozier's pockets his 
son was interrupted by Griggs, who said, 
“He also had some tobacco there,” Tho 
boy denied that his father carried tobacco, 
Griggs, who had not seen the pockets 


emptied, incautiously insisted that he did 
have tobacco. Upon investigation it was 


found that, contrary to us custom, the 
deceased had started home with a piece of 
tobacco in his pockets, The question then 
arose as to how Griggs knew that Rozier 
had tobacco in his pocket. With a hun- 
dred such slight links as this was the chain 
of circumstantial evidence forged, and the 
unfortunate men were conyicted and con- 
demned. A witness was also introduced 
who swore that he was: sleeping in the

Detective Murphy received a 
letter from the wife of Griggs, tho con- 
| demned man, who protested in the most 
itiable terms against the conviction c 
husband, declaring that. she knew him to 
be innocent, Touched by her letter, Mr. 
Murphy. determined to look into the case, 
and went down to Sparta for that purpose. 
‘He was speodily satisfied that a good caso 
had not been made out against Griggs and 
his fellows, and ho went. to work on an- 
other tack. He discovered that on the day 
‘} ofthe murder a number of roughs, then 
belonging to Howes’ London Circus, which 
was summering at Augusta, Ga., had boon 
in Sparta and had disap, ad during the 
night. Ho bocame patistied from several 
small circumstances that thoso mea wore 
connected in some way with Rozior’s mur- 
der. ‘This supposition éxplained wh had 
hithorto. been in blo,.vizss the nature 
of the wound by which Rozior's head had 
boon cruslied in without the skin being 
‘broken, A sandbag used about a circus 
tent was about the only weapon ‘that would 
do such work as this, and this ugly weapon 
is frequently used by cirous fakirs, whose 
object is usually tosimply stun a man, that 
they ma rob him and get away. A blow 
delivered too heavily would erush the skull 
in. Murphy at once went to work on the 
cireus, which was thon travelling through 
Canada. .He soon made out a case against 
two employees of the circus, throngh the 
story of a tent pitcher namod Enright. 
This man said that his two pals had gone 
up the road on the day of the murder and 
had returned tho next day loaded down 
with swag. Thee brent a pistol and 
watch, said Enright, which hoe described so 
that they tallied exactly with the articlos 
taken from Roszier's body when ho was kill- 
ed.

mannors or dress; in fact they appeared 
equally as civilized as their neighbors on 
the north side of the bay. Some were en- 
gagod in agricultural pursutts; others were 
working around thoir dooryards performing 
somo usoful and necessary labor. As we 
journed along my attention was attracted 
to a gathering on the roadside which con- 
sisted of man, a boy, a horse 
plough. A more motley looking tea party 
could hardly congregate ; they apparently 
lived in a region of ropes, for manilla and 
hemp served them for braces and belts, 
whilst rope traces tended 
harness on the beast, one of the most 
primitive looking imaginable. The manand 
boy were poorly and scantily clad, and the 
appearance of the whole “combination’’ 
would tenderly impress one with the thought, 
that a small portion of the money 
which is occasionally sent for the benefit of 
the heathon in tho east could be expended 
to good advantage in a locality much near-

Tet 
us learn a lesson from the fate of the ab- 
original inhabitants of this very continent. 
We read in the pages of Prescott how happy 
and careless were their lives, how destitute 
of fear, as they sported and slept beneaih 
tho umbrageous shelter of their tropical 
groves. War with them had ceased to bo 
an imaginable contingency, Every foo had 
disappeared from the limits of their world, 
yet suddenly, unexpectedly coming from 
where none knew, thero stood upon their 
shores steel-clad mon armed with the thun- 
derbolts of death, and in a few short yoars 
that harmless, flower-crowned people wore 
annihilated, their altars, cities and temples 
Inid waste and desolate. Happily the re- 
etition of such a catastrophe in our case 
is impossible, but for all that a way cloud 
seems to be gathering in Europe which 
niay involve the entiye Empire in its dread- 
fulshadow. As members of that Empire, 
as men of British descent, as subjects of 
Queen Victoria, it may be necessary for us 
to face the responsibilities which our na- 
tionality entails. You have seen by the 
papers the precautions the Governmont has 
taken to protect that—hap ily for us—re- 
stricted portion of our seaboard which is 
within reach of an enemy’s assault. But I ; 
am proud to think that the spirit of Cana- 
dian patriotism has not confined itsolf 
merely to these exertions, Almost evory 
tuail has brought either to nio,or the Prime 
Minister, or the Minister of Militia, the 
most enthusiastic offers to servo in tho 
Queen's armies abroad in the event of | 
foreign war. (Loud cheers.) Those offers 
have represented not merely the enthusiasm 
of individuals, but of whole regiments and 
brigades of men. (Benewed cheers.) It 
lias been my duty to transmit them to the 
Home Government and to the foot of the 
Throne, and I should be failing in my duty 
if I neglected to tell you that they have 
been duly appreciated, not only by the 
Queen's Ministers, but by the Quoon 
herself. (Prolonged cheering.) Tt will 
undoubtedly require a great deal of con- 
sideration to determino to what extent 
and in what manner advantage could bo 
taken of such noble self-devotion. Happ'ly 
the time has not yot arrived—and I trust to 
God it may never—for giving practical 
effect to the suggestions which have been 
received. But I feel that I could not have 
& better opportunity of recording and om- 
Phasising facts so indicative of the martial 
and loyal spirit of the Canadian people as 
those T have indicated. No, gentlemen 
God grant that many a long year may pass 
before the note of warlike Preparation rings 
through the quiet hamlets, the sunlit fields 
and the Tosperous cities of Canada. But 
should the evil day arrive, let it find us

The Mail continues its crusade against 
tho financial administration of the present 
Government, and the minor Tory organs 
repeat the charges, ad nauseam. We havo, 
ina former issue, pointed out some of the 
organ’s misrepresontations, and purpose 
calling attention to a few more, 

Tn the first place, then, the Mail gives 
the estimated expenditures instead of the 
actual expenditures, as shown in the Pub- 
lic Accounts. The ordinary reader is not 
Supposed to have sufeiént authority at 
hand to detect this dishonesty, and heace 
accepts the record as true. In this way 
the Mail oxpects to conyince the people, or 
&8 many as it can influence, that the pre- 
sent Government have been terribly ex- 
‘cavagant, and have increased the public 
dot from year to year, 

-Ayain, items of increase are paraded as 
evidence of an increase in the whole ex- 
penditure. The fact, however, is careiully 
Suppressed that the aggrogate decreases in 
the year were more than the aggregate in- 
creases. This makes all the difference in 
the world when a comparison of expendi- 
tures is in order, 

And again, the present Goveromont is 
held responsible for the large increrso in 
the year 1878-4, over the year 1872-8. The 
organs even go so far as to assexe that Mr. 
Cartwright’s expenditure for 1878-4 had 
far exceedod the estimates of Mr. Tilley for 
that year. Thisis a palpable misrepresen- 
tation. The estimates for 2873-4 were 
voted by the lats Government in the spring 
of 1873. Not only had the liability been 
inevired, but four months of the actual ex- 
peuditure—from July 1st te November Ath, 
1878, had been carried on by the Macdon- 
ald Government, before the present Minis- 
try took office. In May, 1873, Parliament 
authorized Mr. Tilley to expend a total of 
$23,635,009. Bat what do the Public Ac- 
counts for that year show? ‘That the 
amount actually exponded was $28,816,- 
816, showing that the actual expenditure 
was $368,693 less than was contemplated 
by the late Government.
